THE "INDEPENDENT" REPUBLICANS. 
NEW YORK, July 23.—A meeting of In- 


dependents opposed to Blairre and Logan 
took place yesertday at the University Club 
Theater, in this city. For an hour before 
tho time fixed, there was an unnsual stir in 
that generally quiet locality, and inside the 
corridors of the little theater consultation 
of Independents was busily carried on. 
Among tho more prominent faces notice- 
able wero George William Cuitis and Carl 
Srnurz. 


The hall was well filled when the meet- 


ing was called to order. The api>oarauce 
of George William Curtis on the platform 
evoked etieets of applause. Mi. Curtis 
called tho conference to order at near noon, 
and welcomed the delegates. lie read the 
call for tho conference), and when he reached 
tlint portion which related to Kopuolicaus 
" who will not vote for Ulaiue aud Logau" 
ho was inteirupted by applause. 


Charles S. Codman was elected Presi- 


dent The list of Vice-Presidents aud tho 
names of the Enrollment Committee were 
rend, including Carl Schurz, General Bar- 
low and C. J. Bonaparte, of Maryland. The 
nominees were all elected. 


After Chairman Codman had concluded 


his siieoch, Hon. Carl Schurz moved that a 
committee bo appointed to act on resolu- 
tions and tho address. Carried. 


Mr. Curtis read a communication from 


the National Temperance Society. 
It was 


referred to tho Y/ominmlttco on Resolutions. 


Horace E, Doming, of Brooklyn, said ho 


believed this conference would leave behind 
it some work that would show it intended to 
do some fighting during this campaign.. 
Uo moved that n committee be appointed to 
report a plan o£ permanent organization. 
Carried, aud n committee was appointed 
with Mr. Demiug as Chairman. 


Tlie Committee on Peruiiinent Organiza- 


tion reported in favor of the appointment of 
a National Committee. The report was 
adopted, and the following were appointed:

agencies of political progioss and reform 
The indispensable necessity of this course 
Inis lon,r been apparent, for in a time ot pro- 
found peace at home and abroad the mosi

insidious 


political corruption, which 18 mercenary and 
demoralizing iu r-pirit and has a tendency to 
result in what is well described by Senator 
iiour, ol' Massachusetts, us "the shameless 
doctrine that tlie true way by which power 
should be gained in the itepublic is to brilx, 
people with olliees created lor their service, 
uud that the true end for whieh it should be 
used when gained is tho promotion ot a sclnel 
ambition nnd grntitlontion of personal re 
venge-" Hut this dootrnu'. naturally, Una pro 
duuod results wliieh are still more ulnrmmg 
A corrupt spirit aildteml«-iicy huve so rapidly 
developed that they seek political power 
uot only to irrutifv ambition and revenge, bu 
to promote gain. They deride appeals to public 
0 insolence, delcnd thu soiled reputations 
of public men by the bold assertion that al 
pnhlic men are equally guilty, declare thut 
success inobinming ominent position disposes. 
01 every imputation and suspicion of wrong- 
doing, and tnoy despise all practical mensurot, 
to relorm thut system of oltieial patronage 
whhih fosters dlblionest polities, makes a 
grunt party noiuinally reS|>onbiblo lor the pro- 
longed and monstrous fruud, and proclaims 
thut it is the duty of every citiy.en who, for 
great and benolieont ends, has hauituully sup- 
ported the party, to regard the success ol tbc 
party at 
tlie election without regard to 
the character of those whom it selects as itf 
executive agents, to be a supreme imtiona 
necessity. A tendency more fatal to public 
weltare can not be conceived, and when b: 
public indifference or misunderstanding thi 
corrupt spirit iu able to demand that th( 
country shall approve it by according to i 
the highest honor in its gilt, every patriotic 
citiaun must perceive that no duty could be 
more preasiiiE. vital and imperative than tha 
of tmllling and defeating the demand.

integrity, a cool and wieo judgment, a sole ro 
Kurd for tha public welfare, aud au unshrink 
ing determination to promote reform In th 
clvl! service and ceaselessly to pursue an 
punish public tobbersot eve-ry kind and dc 
gree. 
The independent voters have generally flup 
ported the Itepublicun nominations ua mor 
eurc'ly promising reform than those of th 
Democratic party. The InJependentP, how- 
ever, can not support a nomination which i 
the culmination of a tendency that tho 
would . correct. 
The Republicans can no 
bope that under such a leadership as wo hav 
mentioned the ubu933 of the past can be coi 
reeled on the party reformed. •

The Labor Situation in Now York. 


NEW 
YOISK, July -2'A.— The 
strike ol 


bricklayers and laborers is practically over 
lor the present. Yesterday the number 
still striking was 700 bricklayers and 1,100 
laborers, and they will gradually return to 
work during the week nt nine hours a day. 
But the master builders 
have yielded 


only 
to 
tide 
over 
an 
emergency, 


and as soon as', certain large ami impor 
taut 
buddings 
are 
finished 
they wil 


demand ten hours for a day's labor, and in- 
augurate a lock-out if tho men do not yield 
The masters say their receutly-mado con- 
tracts, contain a clause of as many days 
grace as there may be strides among the 
men, 
nnd that all future contracts will be 


so worded. 
Serious trouble is biewiug 


among tho lower grades of labor iu this city 
and neighborhood, and tlie leaders among 
masters and men freely predict a general 
strike about tlio middle of August. 


The Master Builders' Association met 


last night and paasod resolutions not to 
yield to tlie bricklayers and laborers for 
nine hours as a days' work. Twenty firms 
employing six hundred bricklayers signed 
the agreement The bosses claim that 1,080 
bricklayers and 1,657 laborers are out of 
employment, as shown by. the association 
books. Half a dozen members of tha asso- 
ciation •havlngiimnortont time contracts in 
hand were permitted to yield to tho men 
until their contracts are completed.
